Washington, Nov. 1.— Secretary 
Wilson, of the department of agricul- 
ture, has issued a report, prepared un- 
der his direction by Frank II. Hitch- 
cock, chief th* section of foreign mar- 
kets, that give* some interesting facts 
relative to the present wheat shortage 
In Austria-Hungary and the consequent 
importation into that country of Amer- 
ican grain. According to the United 
States consul at Relchenberg, Austria, 
an Importation of 400 carloads 
American wheat was made as early 
aa August, coming by way of Hamburg. 
Other importations were reported, 
among them one of 30,700 bushels of 
red winter No. 2 and Kansas wheat, 
purchased through the Vienna produce 
exchange. After recounting these un- 
usual importations of the present sea- 
son, the bulletin presents a careful 
review of the grain situation 
Austria-Hungary during the past ten 
years. The crops of the present 
are remarkably small, if the 
official estimates quoted are fulfill) 
the combined wheat prodnction 
Austria and Hungary will amount 
little more than 130,000,000 bushels, 
60,000,000 bushels short of the crop 
harvested in 1890; which was estimate " 
at about 190,000,000 bushels. Asiil 
from the abnormal conditions of th 
present year, annual statistics of pr< 
duction, importation and export!

morning till 3 in. the afternoon 
stream of men, women and children 
poured into the hall. 

The immense throng was composed of 
representatives of all classes of all 
shades of life, and all religious opin- 
ion. On every face was stamped the 
unmistakable signs of sincere regret, 
while hundreds of foces were drawn 
with suffering and pain. To thou- 
sands of those who passed by Henry 
Ueorge was personally known, and it 
was these who lingered for a longer 
moment to gaze again on the face of 
the man whom to know was to love. 

Some of them wept. The children, 
of whom there were hundreds, were 
raised along by the guard and held up 
while they gazed at the features of the 
man who died fighting to brighten 
their lives. 

In the early dawn the body was 
moved in a plain hearse from Union 
Square hotel to the tirand Central Pal- 
ace, unattended save by the guards of 
honor and four policemen. Behind the 
hearse came a single carriage, Anna 
George, the youngest daughter, who 
inbisteii upon accompanying the body

Let the Constitution Be Amended 
on the Lines of Home 
Rale For Cities. 



WHAT IS PBOrOSED TO BE DOXE 



In response to an Inquiry, one of thf 
most prominent political economists ol 
Kentucky has written a letter on the sub- 
ject of the proposed Constitutional 
amendment, which letter The Lkdi.er is 
pleased to lay before its readers, and to 
urn- the importance of every citizen 
casting bis vote in favor of the measure. 

The letter is as follows ! 

I am in receipt of your favor of the 
25th inst. asking an expression of c 
ion from me upon the amendment to the 
Constitution of the state to be voted 
at the election neat Tuesday 

The question as to whether or not t 
amendment ought to be adopted may be 
fairly put as follows, towit: 

Shall the inhibition of the existing 
Constitution of tnc state, which prev 
the cities and towns in Kentucky from 
raising revenue for local purposes by 
taxes on income, or franchises, or by 
license, in lieu of ad valorem taxes on 
personal property, be removed so that 
the Legislature may, by general laws, if 
it sees fit, empower our cities and towns 
to raise part of their revenue for munici 
pal purposes by taxation based on in- 
come, licenses or franchises, in lieu of 
ad valorem taxes on personal property? 

It will be seen from the above state 

First— That the question of taxation of 
property for state and county purposes 
is not affected by the amendment, which, 
if adopted, will leave the Constitutional 
provisions applicable to state and county 
taxes still in force, which now requires 
all personal property, no matter whether 
located in citie*. towns or country, to be 
assessed at the same rate, and to pay the 
same taxes as real estate. 

Second— That in ciue the amendment 
is adopted the cities and towns will not 
be free from the restrictions now im 
posed upon them, and from which they 
are seeking relief by the amendment, 
until the Legislature shall enact a law. 
general in its provisions, conferring on 
•11 cities and towns of the same class 
like powers to levy ami collect income, 
license and franchise taxes, in lien of ad 
valorem taxes on persons! property, for 
m*nit(pal purpottt only. 

Third— The amendment, if adopted, 
cannot be made effective to exempt any 
kind of personal property from ad 
valorem municipal taxation without im 



If, therefore, personal property lo- 
cated in cities and towns will continue to 
be taxed for state and county purposes, 
on the same basis and at the same rate as 
real estate, after the amendment Is 
adopted, it is clear that the voter whose 
whole property consists of a farm in 
Kentucky, outside of the limits of any 
city or town in the ,state, cannot suffer 
auy hardship directly or indirectly from 
Its adoptiou 

On the contrary, after the amendment 
is adopted and our cities and towns are 
enabled by act of the Legislature to ad- 
just their local taxes so as to foster man- 
ufacturing and other enterprises, which 
build up population, the farmer will be In- 
directly greatly benefited— first, by the In 
creased number of consumers for what 
he raises, resident in our cities and towns, 
and, second, by the additional property 
which they bring into the state, and 
which will be taxed for the stste and 
county purposes exactly on the same 
basis as a farm outside city or town 
its, thus increasing the assessed value of 
property in state and county, and bring- 
ing about a reduction in the rate of state 
and county taxes upon it. 

From no reasonable view of the ques- 
tion can we find where the farmer can 
possibly be hurt by the adoption of the 
amendment. Let us therefore consider 
its effect on the residents of our cities 
and towns. 

It is not claimed by the opponenti 
the amendment that it will work any 
hardship to any city or town resident! 
who are not real estate owners, and we 
can therefore narrow down the consider 
ation of the matter by viewing ll 
from their standpoint. 

These real estate owners can be d 
into two classes, consisting first of those 
who rent out their property to make it 
yield income, and, second, of thoBe who 
own the houses in which they reside. 

The persons composing the first c 
have made a study of the question 
and understand fully that the rentable 
value of their property depends wholly 
upon the general prosperity of the cities 
and towns in which it is located, and 
that some intelligent discrimii 
necessary in local taxation to encourage 
enterprises which buildup local popula- 
tion and to offer such inducci 
such enterprises in competition with 
cities and towns in other states seeking 
to obtain their location, and these per- 
are practically unanimously in favor 
of the amendment, understanding as they 
do that for every dollar of increased 
taxes it may impose on them, they 
get back at least two dollars in the 
hanced rentable value of their prope 
The second ciass above mentioned ( 
sist principally of workingmen and ol 
persons of small means, who own t 
rn houses, and an effort has been m 
array them against the amendmen 
the ground that it will be used to bring 
about an exemption from taxation of the 
personal property of rich people and of 
rporations. and thus throw a greater 
burden of taxation on real estate owuere 
Deans by increasing the city aDtl 
town taxes on their homes. 

I know many of these people. They 
have plenty of sense and don't have to 
be told where their interests lie. They 
understand as well as we do that the ulti- 
mate effect of the adoption of the amend 
may be to increase their city and 
town taxes a trifle, but if so such increase 
will be made good to them many times 
over in their participation in the pros- 
perity of the cilies and towns in which 
they reside, resulting in enhanced value 
of their property and in giving to them 
steadier employment at better wages than 
they could possibly obtain if the psra 
lj zing effects of our present laws govern- 
ing city and town taxation in this state 



KENTUCKY NEWS. 



That the ultimate effect of the adoption 
of the amendment on real estate taxation 
for city purposes can only increase such 
taxes a trifle, if at all, is plain, if we do 
not lose sight of the fact that any loss of 
municipal revenue resulting fromixenip
